cerning policies and deci¬ 
sions made by the 
Tourism and Advertising 
sub-committee. 

Councillor Lovell, the 
current deputy mayor and 
former Policy Committee 
chairman, was particularly 
critical of the decision to 
allow accommodation 
providers who had not 
achieved accreditation 
from the English Tourist 
Board or AA/RAC to ad¬ 
vertise on the town’s new 
website. 

He claimed that B and B 
establishments in Lyme 
had been subjected to a 
great deal of red tape and 
expense to conform to the 
standards expected to ad¬ 
vertise in the town guide. 

Now the rules were 


being relaxed to make it 
easier for LymeNet, who 
won the contract to run the 
tourism website, to sell 
more advertising. 

Councillor Lovell’s letter 
was sent to the council and 
considered in his absence 
at their last full meeting. 

Councillor Holman de¬ 
scribed the letter as “lack¬ 
ing clarity” and questioned 
whether Councillor Lovell 
was allowed to ask such 
questions in a letter. 

She claimed that when 
had wanted to raise some 
issues by correspondence 
she had been told that it 
was not permitted. 

Councillor Ken Meech, 
who served alongside 
Councillor Lovell on West 
Dorset District Council, 
for several years, also crit¬

LYME'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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SUE Thomas has travelled the country and the 
world in her career. 

Originally from Coventry, she trained as a 
teacher in Worcester before teaching in Birm¬ 
ingham and Liverpool. 

After relocating to Surrey for her husband's 
job she began work for 3M and after five years 
became a Marketing Manager. 

After leaving her job to raise her first child. 
Sue began her own business "Presentation Ex¬ 
press", providing presentation material for 
major companies and designing one of the UK's 
first e-commerce shopping malls. Her husband 
Ian soon joined her and they travelled to Amer¬ 
ica, South Africa and the Far East before selling 
the business at its peak in 2000. 

After a short return to teaching in Guildford 
Sue and her family made their dream move to 
Lyme Regis. 

Sue now runs Lyme Alpacas one of the biggest 
Alpaca farms in the country. Sue is also a pub¬ 
lished author with her first book "Alpaca Chat¬ 
ter" and next week will be hosting her first ever 
Festive Fayre offering locally made Alpaca 
products and raising money for the Weldmar 
Hospicecare Trust. 

The Fayre is being held at the farm next 
Wednesday, December 2nd from 10am to 3pm. 


■ HOW does life in Lyme compare to life in the 
city? 

Here we seem to be busy all the time but things seem to 
take much longer because we are in the farming industry. 
When we were in London we had a 24-hour turnaround 
on conference services, which often meant working 
through the night. It was very intense for a very short 
length of time but now our turnaround is a year because 
in farming you are working at producing next year’s an¬ 
imals. 

■ WHAT is the best part of rearing Alpacas? 

The best part is the birth. It’s kind of like the end of a 
years work. You have the satisfaction as a farmer of 
knowing that your husbandry has been good. It’s very 
satisfying when she gives birth to a healthy cria it’s kind 
of nature’s way of tapping you on the back and saying 
you’re doing it right. 

■ WHAT do you have planned for your first fes¬ 
tive fayre? 

For me one of the things that’s key is broadening peo¬ 
ple’s knowledge that we are here and encouraging people 
to come to the farm next year to look around. We will 
have some of last year’s babies in the courtyard and 
every product, which has been made at Lyme alpacas, 
will have been made from their fleeces. People will be 
able to see the Alpacas at close quarters and appreciate 
what they look like, how gentle they are and then be able 
to go in and pick up a pashmina from the shelf and look 



out the window to see the animal that produced it. 

■ WHO are your favourite Alpacas at the farm? 

Everyone loves Bailey. He is not the most superb Alpaca 
but everybody loves him. He is in the book and he was 
also bottle reared so he is very friendly. Alpacas when 
they go looking for milk put their tail up and when they 
begin to feed their tail goes down. Because Bailey was 
bottle reared he runs to people with his tail up and so vis¬ 
itors love that when they come to the farm. 

■ HOW does Alpaca wool compare to sheep's 
wool? 

The biggest difference is that sheep’s wool contains lano¬ 
lin which is a grease that makes sheep waterproof. Al¬ 
pacas do have an oil in their fleece but it’s very light and 
you can’t feel it. When you feel sheep’s wool on the body 
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it feels almost sticky and waxy. Because of the lack of 
lanolin Alpaca wool is hypoallergenic and it’s also much 
finer. If I was to compare it with anything it is more like 
Merino, which is the prized sheep’s breed in terms of 
wool. It’s the standard that everyone goes for. 

■ HOW do children react to your book? 

They love it. They particularly like the play on words. Its 
about a group of alpacas from the farm who feel bored 
and decide to go away but the main play on words is 
about what to pack. You have ‘ A1 pac a’ mackerel and ‘ A1 
pac a’ pencil and things like that. They like the play on 
words and tongue twister effect. I think local children in 
particularly and children who are here on holiday like 
reading about a place where they have been. 

■ ANY plans for Alpaca Chatter 2? 

No but there is a plan for a second book, which is again 
aimed at children. It’s based on a Victorian nursery 
rhyme, which my mum used to read to me called “Can 
you keep a secret” and I’ve often used it in school with 
children to make them laugh. It’s kind of a bit spooky and 
a bit dark but children seem to like it. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I remember job interviews in my twenties when people 
asked me the same question and I used to want to be a 
millionaire and be lying on the beach in a different part 
of the world. But actually I’m more than happy in Lyme. 
I’ve had my life choices and I’ve had times when I’ve 
had to make the decision where I want to be and my 
choice was to be here. When you wake up in the morning 
and go to feed the animals and you look across the sea 
onto golden cap and the sun is coming up, you are in the 
best place in the world. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

Robert Hooke who is a sadly forgotten scientist and ar¬ 
chitect. He designed great buildings after the fire of Lon¬ 
don; he was an engineer, a pioneer of the microscope, an 
astronomer and just a genius. Frank Muir the comedian 
and the writer of the funniest autobiography I’ve ever 
read “A Kentish Lad” he’s a comedy genius. Bill Gates, 
he is so influential in how we live our lives today, a com¬ 
puter revolutionary genius.

LYME MOURNS ONE OF TOWN'S GREAT CHARACTERS 


LYME Regis is mourning 
one of the town’s most re¬ 
spected and endearing 
characters. 

Former World War Two 
flying ace and local 
haidresser Ron Baker col¬ 
lapsed and died on Mon¬ 
day, aged 87. 

Born in 1922 in Lyme, 
where his parents ran a 
barbers/hairdressers in 
Broad Street, Mr Baker 
was educated at the old 
Lyme Regis Grammar 
School, with his brother 
Linley (89), who survives 
him. 

Both Linley and Ron 
went into the family trade 
of hairdressing, Ron 
trained by “Mr. Teasey 
Weasey”, the Sassoon of 
his day, in Soho, London. 

At the outbreak of World 
War Two Ron first joined 
the Lyme Home Guard and 
when of age the RAF. A 
natural flier, he went solo 
in 10 hours and was se¬ 
lected to be a bomber 
pilot, flying Lancasters. 
He was in New York train-

ing with the USAF when 
the war ended. 

After the war, both 
Baker brothers returned 
from the RAF to become 
hairdressers in Lyme. 
They ran the Broad Street 
and Chard salons until 
they retired, passing the 
scissors of the 3G hair¬ 
dressing dynasty to Ron’s 
son Robert, who took on 
the Chard business and 
continues the hair knack at 
his salon in Chipping Nor¬ 
ton. 

In 1954 Ron married 
Primrose and they have 
three children, journalist 
Geoff, Robert and 
Amanda. 

Mr Baker was a magis¬ 
trate and a governor of the 
Woodroffe School but his 
great passion was golf - he 
played off a two handicap 
for 22 years - and was both 
captain of the Lyme club 
and Life President. 

As a child in Lyme he

made model boats of 
yachts and sailing ships 
and he continued this pas¬ 
sion in retirement, build¬ 
ing from wood in his 
garden shed millimetre- 
perfect replicas of beauti¬ 
ful vintage ships. 

He was on his way to 
begin making a 
new replica when he died 
- months he had been at¬ 
tempting to get the plans 
or blueprints for a particu¬ 
lar boat and couldn’t get 
them anywhere. Mrs 
Baker remembered an old 
book he had consulted be¬ 
fore, suggested it and to 
his delight her found what 
he was looking for. 

He had gone down on 
the 2 pm bus from Talbot 
Road to collect blow-ups 
of the prints which he had 
ordered in the town. It was 
a beautiful day and he was 
not legendary for his pa¬ 
tience so instead of wait¬ 
ing for the 4 pm bus, he 


walked home; apparently, 
the family have been told, 
swinging his bag of plans 
and pleased as Punch. He 
suffered a massive heart at¬ 
tack in Manor Avenue and 
died immediately. 

His shocked and devas¬ 
tated family, including 
eight grandchildren, will 
miss his unique and bizarre 
character but were pleased 
they are that he did not suf¬ 
fer in the least and that he 
was so happy on his last 
day. 

Eldest son Geoff, on be¬ 
half of the family, said: 
“Grandad Ron was some¬ 
thing else. He was a re¬ 
markable and often 
remarking character and it 
has been wonderful for 
each of us having such 
a colourful father, grandfa¬ 
ther and husband in our 
lives. 

“Dad had a fantastic 
life and he always said his 
greatest achievement was 
marrying mum. They cele¬ 
brated their 55th wedding 
anniversary last month.

ing that the proper course of action 
would have been to seek the answers 
to his questions from the town clerk, 
Mike Lewis, and chairman of the 
tourism and advertising sub-commit- 
tee, Councillor David Cozens. 

A copy of last week’s View from 
Lyme Regis, which published a story 
on the criticism of Councillor Lovell, 
was delivered to Tenerife by former 
dog warden Derek Hallett, who is 
visiting the Canary island. 

After reading the story Councillor 
Owen telephoned the View to re¬ 
spond to the criticism. 

He claimed that he had raised the 


tourism issues after receiving a num¬ 
ber of complaints from other bed and 
breakfast establishments in the town. 

“I am perfectly in my rights, as a 
member of the public and a bed and 
breakfast operator, to write to the 
council asking for answers to my 
questions,” he said, “without having 
to declare an interest. 

“And it is my duty and right as a 
councillor to question the executive. 

“I have spoken to the town clerk 
and the chairman and vice-chairman 
of tourism and advertising but was 
not satisfied with the response.” 

Councillor Lovell also pointed out 
he had raised the matter at a previous 


council meeting when he made a 
statement and then left the meeting 
for discussion to take place. 

“I was invited back in after just 40 
seconds so it shows how much notice 
they took of me,” he added. 

“If they do not answer my letter 
that is up to them. I will then have to 
decide what further action to take.” 

The full council decided to refer 
Councillor Lovell’s letter back to the 
Policy Committee for debate. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said Coun¬ 
cillor Lovell would be able to declare 
any necessary interest if he attended 
that meeting.

DOROTHY Parker, the American writer, who died in 
1937, was as famous for her caustic wit as she was for 
her verse. Recently, a hitherto Tost’ poem of hers has 
come to light, about her affair with an already married 
Charles McArthur. The expression ‘gets the air’ 
means, in English, ‘gets jilted’, or in the modern 
American vernacular ‘gets dumped’. “Just like me, 
she said afterwards “to put all my eggs in one bastard”. 

Pollyanna Gets the Air 

So many others had gone before - 
Didn’t I know I'd not be the last? 

So many names on his heart he wore - 
Didn’t I know it would soon be past? 

Ever I saw, as my day ran by, 

From the beginning, the end thereof; 

Gladly and eagerly, though, did / 

Give him my love. 

Gaily we sped through our golden day - 
Could there be grief, when he broke his vow? 

Gaily I’d given my heart away - 
Could there be bitterness in it now? 
Fragrant and fresh are my memories; 

Sorrow and yearning they rise above. 

Tell him I never am sad - and please 
Give him my love. 

DOROTHY had a mess of a private life, with unhappy 
romances, depression and drinking problems but still 
had time to write drama criticism, plays, screenplays 
and publish collections of short stories, one of which 
won her (in 1929) the coveted O.Henry Award. She 
also published several volumes of poetry. 

IN AN era of wisecrackers, Dorothy was one of the 
wittiest. Some of her quips such as, “Men seldom 
makes passes/At girls who wear glasses” are still 
around 70 years on. As a critic she did not pull 
punches. Reviewing a book, she wrote: “This is not a 


novel to be tossed aside lightly. It should be thrown 
with great force.” Another quip was “Brevity is the 
soul of lingerie.” And speaking of Katherine Hep- 
bum, she remarked, “She runs the gamut of emotions 
from A to B.” Dorothy was approaching the afternoon 
of her life when she fell into this reverie. 

Afternoon 

When I am old, and comforted, 

And done with this desire, 

With Memory to share my bed 
And Peace to share my fire, 

Fll comb my hair in scalloped bands 
Beneath my laundered cap, 

And watch my cool and fragile hands 
Lie light upon my lap. 

And I will have a sprigged gown 
With lace to kiss my throat; 

Fll draw my curtain to the town, 

And hum a purring note. 

And Fll forget the way of tears, 

And rock, and stir my tea. 

But oh, I wish those blessed years 
Were further than they be! 

SHE had suggested her tombstone inscription should 
read, “This one on me” but in the event she was cre¬ 
mated and her ashes sojourned in her attorney’s filing 
cabinet for more than a decade.

W HILST half 
the nation 
were watch¬ 
ing the wholly ad¬ 
mirable Children in 
Need marathon on the 
BBC and the other half 
were paying homage to 
a group of z-list celebri¬ 
ties eating a Kanga¬ 
roo’s backside in the 
Australian bush, I 
went down to the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre to see 
some real entertain¬ 
ment. 

Former Lyme resi¬ 
dent and one-time local 
cricketer Richard Di- 
gance was appearing at 
the Marine as part of 
his UK tour and whilst 


it was not a sell-out, it 
was a good enough au¬ 
dience considering the 
alternatives on the 
box. 

When he lived in 
Lyme during the 1980s, 
Richard commanded 
the prime time 7 pm 
entertainment slot on 
Saturday night televi¬ 
sion and has appeared 
at all the top venues in 
the country, including 
the London Palladium. 

His particular clever 
mix of humour, poems, 
songs and guitar play¬ 
ing may not be in 
vogue at present but 
there’s one thing for 
sure, he will never be 


out of work. The fact 
that he knew Lyme and 
its people well added to 
the comedy. When in- 
terupted by some light¬ 
hearted banter from a 
member of the adience, 
Richard retorted as 
quick as a flash: “And 
which of Lyme’s two 
families do you come 


from!” As always with 
Richard, nostalgia fea¬ 
tured heavily in his act. 
and he has this unique 
gift of getting you to re¬ 
member some of life’s 
forgotten moments. 

He’s far from PC and 
that’s certainly why he 
and his ilk no longer 
command the prime 


time slots of years gone 
by, although he has been 
a regular Countdown 
panellist for 17 years. 

I will always remem¬ 
ber Richard for two 
things. Firstly, his ef¬ 
forts to save the old 
Lyme hospital when we

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I AM flood advice for drivers 


WITH more flooding predicted, 
the 1AM (Institute of Advanced 
Motorists) has today (18 Novem¬ 
ber) issued advice to drivers. 


1AM Chief Examiner Peter 
Rodger said: "If the journey is un¬ 
avoidable, motorists should take 
extra precautions when dealing 


with severe surface conditions. 
Torrential rain brings with it visi¬ 
bility problems as the car mists up 
in seconds." 


Advice for motorists considering driving 
in flood conditions: 

• Don't go in if the water's obviously too deep or 
flowing too quickly: consider an alternative 
route. 

• If you have to drive through water try to drive in 
the highest section of the road and don’t set off 
if a vehicle is travelling in the opposite direction. 
Leave time and space for each other, so you don’t 
swamp other drivers. 

• Drive only fast enough to create a small bow 
wave in front of the vehicle - driving at speed 
may be dangerous to other vehicles or 
pedestrians. 

• Keep going once you have started - make sure 
you have a clear run, put the car into first gear, 
keep the revs high and set off. Don’t go in if you 
can’t see a way out on the other side. 

• Do not take your foot even slightly off the 
accelerator, as this will allow water to travel up 
the exhaust pipe. 

• As you go through the water, slip the clutch if 
you can. After you come out, dry brakes gently 
before you need them - the best way is to lightly 
apply the brake as you drive along for a few 
seconds. 

• At the other side, keep moving and continue to 
rev the engine to clear any water from the 
exhaust

RUGBY ROUND-UP with Keith Jenkin 


ONE seldom feels sorry for the CHARD club for, apart from 
anything else, they do not encourage that sentiment overmuch. I 
did feel a bit of a pang of sympathy last weekend however. 

There was a gap in the league calendar on the 21st November 
and, not having a game, a trip to Twickenham to watch the All 
Blacks was organised. Unfortunately they were unable to play 
their scheduled league fixture of the previous week and were ad¬ 
vised by the powers that be, that the game should go ahead on 
the 21st. Having duly cancelled their trip, they were further ad¬ 
vised on Thursday that, owing to the lack of a qualified referee, 
a further postponement was necessary. 

I do not know all the facts appertaining to this chaotic situation 
so I cannot apportion blame. I would have loved to have been 
about when the news of the further postponement broke however. 
I would, very probably, have learnt a few new expletives. 

I decided that I would see how WEYMOUTH were faring back 
at their own ground and took myself there to watch their cup 
game against OXFORD. 

WEYMOUTH 20pts OXFORD lOpts 

WHILE Weymouth’s newly laid pitch looked to be in excellent 
condition, there was a strong wind blowing directly across it, and 
that, combined with the wet ball, threatened to make this cup en¬ 
counter a pretty average spectacle. 

As it was, although the game was laced with errors, both sides 
tried to play good rugby and, furthermore succeeded for much 
of the time. 

The early exchanges were fairly even, with both sides having 
difficulty in coping with the other’s eight man shove at the set 
scrums. Weymouth did employ the driving maul to very good ef¬ 
fect after some ten minutes and took play into their opponents’ 
twenty two before a knock on checked their progress. 

They took a lead that I thought they just about deserved after 
some fifteen minutes when Peplow, judging the strength of the 
gale well, kicked a penalty after Oxford had infringed on their 
own twenty two and in front. 

The visitors had the chance to reply almost immediately and 
they duly did so after Weymouth had infringed. 

The home side went through a bit of a “silly season” around 
the end of the first quarter when their discipline let them down. 


They conceded three penalties in a row, and were sent back ten 
yards for “rabbit” on one occasion for good measure. 

Oxford certainly gained territory during this period but could 
not take the lead. If there had not been too much difference be¬ 
tween the sides during the first quarter, the second definitely be¬ 
longed to Weymouth. 

They scored three times during the final twenty minutes of the 
half and set up what was to be a winning lead. Prop Comden 
scored the first. His side had taken up a position close to the Ox¬ 
ford line and, after a couple of thrusts, he was up to take the of¬ 
fload and proved unstoppable from eight feet. 

The touchdown was made close to the posts and Peplow duly 
added the extras to give his side a 10-3 lead. 

More was to come. The next Weymouth score came, more or 
less directly from the restart. They gathered the drop out and re¬ 
cycled. Peplow’s chip found space and was regathered at pace 
by his midfield. A couple of passes set Lewendon free and he 
showed his number to the cover and again got over by the posts 
for Peplow to again convert. 

Then, immediately before the break, Peplow kicked a penalty 
goal to give his side a 20-3 lead to take into the second half. 

Given everything, I thought that it would be beyond Oxford to 
score three times in the second half, as they certainly needed to 
do. In fact the home side began the second period as they had 
finished the first and, although they did not score, they were in 
the ascendancy until the hour mark, and went close on several 
occasions. 

At this juncture Peplow was wide with a penalty kick and this 
seemed to signal an Oxford revival. They mounted pressure and 
forced Weymouth to save and, after the home side had failed to 
clear, they sent the ball wide from possession gained at a five 
metre scrum and one of their centres touched down, although I 
felt that the try had more than a hint of “crossing” about it. The 
extras were duly added and Oxford continued to play in home 
territory. 

Weymouth eventually cleared to halfway however and, at this 
juncture the whistle for no side sounded. 

Weymouth certainly deserved to win this one, after a game 
played in difficult conditions. For much of the time they were 
the better side and scored two good tries to one by their oppo¬ 


nents. 

Oxford did come back at Weymouth in the final quarter when 
Weymouth might have lost focus a little, but their opponents’ ef¬ 
forts were always going to be “too little, too late”. 

In fact it was a good weekend for the Weymouth club all round, 
for their second side got into the later rounds of its competition 
without having to take the field when its opposite numbers from 
Minety withdrew.

THIS game was played in horrific conditions, with a gale of wind 
blowing rain diagonally down the ground.

Song Sung Blue was one of two sec¬ 
ond places at the meeting for Sher¬ 
borne-based Tizzard and his jockey 
son, Joe. 

The pair also took the runner's up 
prize in the Devon County Show Exeter 
Novices'Chase with Flight Leader. 

Elsewhere, Bob Buckler scored a sec¬ 
ond place with Dontsayathing in the 
conditional jockeys' hurdle contest. 

BUCKLER DISAPPOINTED 
BY SAWYER MISHAP 

BOB Buckler is convinced The Sawyer 
would have repeated I Hear Thunder's 
2006 success in the Grand Sefton 
Handicap Chase at Aintree on Sunday 
had jockey Will Kennedy stayed in the 
saddle. 

The 9/2 favourite was bowling along 
well just behind the leaders when he 
got in a bit too close at Valentines and 


clipped the top of the fence. Although 
the horse landed almost perfectly it 
was just enough to tip Kennedy out of 
the saddle and their race was run. 

"I'm convinced he would have won 
had Will stayed aboard. He was going 
very easily and the one thing you know 
about him is that he stays, and with all 
the others tying up he would I am sure 
have won convincingly."
